FAU12S AS TO THE CAPITAL AND CAP- 
ITOL. 


Many persons who had never thought 
of it before seem surprised to learn that 
the old state house at Milledgeville is 

go small, 

A little thought will make it more 
surprising that it was iarge enough to 
atCoOmmodate Georgia so long, even 
tolerably well. In January, 1780, the 
capital was remoyed from Savannah to 
Augusta, because the lower counties 
were heid by the enemy, or at least 
threatened by them. Marbury & Craw- 
ford’s dig., p. 319. 

In May, 1795, the conveation made 
six amendments to our constitution, 
the last of which declared ‘that Louis- 
ville be the permanent seat of govern- 
ment,” and required the public offices 
#emoved there. 1)., p. 19. The constitu- 
fion of 1798 did not locate the capital. 

Georgia acquired certain land by the 
treaty of 1802 with the Creek nation. 
The act requiring the survey of that 
land provided for a reservation ot three 
thousand two hundred and forty acres 
near the head of navigation on the 
Oconee river. 11 Clayton’s Dig., p. 107. 

In December of 1804 the general 
assembly declared Milledgeville the per- 
manent seat of government, required 
lots of ssid reserved land, ‘‘not exceed- 
ing twenty lots of one acre each,” to be 
sold on eredit of twelve, twenty-four 
and thirty. months, with mortgage to 
secure purchase price. It enacted: 
“And the money arising from said 

2 shall be and is hereby appropriated 

to defray the expenses of erecting a 
state house in the said town for the 
accommodation of the general assembly 
of this state.” It required the gover-~ 
‘nor to_remove the public records, etc., 
when the capitol was completed and 
pay the expenses out of the contingent 
fund, Jb., pp. 209, 210. 

Even those lots were not paid for 
promptly. See acts extending the 
term for putting ($100) one hundred 
doilars worth of improvements on 
them to prevent their reversion to the 
state, until 1810. Jb., p. 197. 

The first general assembly sat in 
Milledgeville in 1807. Whether it sat 
inthe present state house, we do not 
know. But that house was finished 
prior to November, 1812. 

Oa the 28:h of November, 1811, a 
joint committee of the general assem- 
bly was raised to inquire and report 
an itemized account of the cost of the 
building Lamar’s Dig., p. 1098. 
They reported, and it was thereupon 
resolved on the 16th of December, 
1811, that the sum reported by them, 
viz: $74,976.40}, was right, and that 
“the governor take suitable 
means to recoyer back 
from Messrs. Thomas and Scott the 
amount overpaid to them for such 
work.” Lamar’s Dig., p. 1092. 

Georgia’s white population in 13810 
was but one hundred and forty-tive 
thousand four hundred and fourteen, 
with one hundred and seven thousand 
and nineteen colored. Would it net 
have been very strange had Georgia 
then built a house fit for her present 
great proportions, with over a million 
of population ? 

And small as it was it does not seem 
to have been well built. In December, 
1817, we find meney was appropriated 
“to have the roof of the state house 
repaired.” (Jb., p.1180,) and to have 
blinds put to the senate and represent. 
ative chambers. /b,, p. 1184. 

In December, 18!7, we had anew 
apportionment of members to our then 
thirty-nine counties. Jb. And the 
governor was thereupon requested 
to have “such alterations made 
in the representative chamber as he 
may deem proper for the accommoda- 
tion of the additional members of the 
next legislature.” Jb, p. 1192. 

That apportionment gave us ninety- 
three members of the house. Our 
white population had increased about 
forty thousand, and our slaves about 
‘the same. 

Do not be misled. The “alterations” 
above mentioned did not «:./arge the 
representative chamber. It tas never 
been enlarged. The addition men- 
tioned in our first article at the south 
end was simply the tower-like projec- 
tion outside the main walls. You can 
now understand why Governor John- 
ron aud the committees should com- 
plain of the want of room when we 
had one hundred and twelve coun- 
ties and only one hundred and 
forty members inthe house. You can 
see how cramped would be the repre- 
sentatives of one hundred and thirty- 
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it. If we move to Milledgeville we must 
build a new capitol at once. The loss 
of money as set forth in our last article 
a3 a result of removal, is 4 certainty. 
But that article looked: only to the 
loss of money by the state asa state. 
1; is no less important to look at the 
ad litional loss to the. people as inli- 


ting and doing business in the state. 

Toe great mass of the: corresp nd 
ence with the public departments is by 
citizens living above a line drawn from 
Columbus to Augusta thtough Macon 
exclusive of those from ;those three 


the letters start below that line. This 
correspondence indicates that the great 
mass of population having business 
with the government lives above that 
line. To remove the capital to Mil 
ledgeville, below that line, is to compel 
for all time to come heavy extra ex- 
pense to our citizens in attending to 
their affuirs The mass of the trade of 
Georgia, exclusive of these cities, is 
centered at Atlanta. One coming 
here on business with the govern- 
ment may and does transact oth- 
er business for himself! and his 
neigubors. Milledgeville :has no 
trade, and from its location never 
can have any commercial : influence. 
Not being a terminal point, a trip there 
on business must be for that business 
alone. It is true that one might trade 
at Macon, but that would require waste 
of time in stopping. 
secret of Macon’s interest in this mat- 
ter ?] ? 

We have no figures by which to show 
how many extra dollarsin & year, or 
series of years, would thus be lost by 
the private citizens, but let the reader 
louk into the facts at his honie and try 
to make an_ estimate. This 
matter of convenience and ex-~ 
pense to those who deal witli the gov~ 
ernment has located the capitals of the 
states of every country. - 

We can not tell all the reasons which 
may have located the capital at Mil- 
ledgeville. Centrality of position may 
bave then been a controlling reason. 
We doubt it; for then thé country 
beyond the Fiint and Chattahoochee 
rivers was held by the Indians and 
had not been surveyed. But’? suppose 
it did. When everybody went to the 
capital on horses or in private ¢ irriages 
such a consideration seemed fair. 
Steam did-not then enter ir,to men’s 
calculations. There has nevet been a 
day since a railroad engine ran into 


capital of our state. 


at Milledgeville,for the citizens who may 
visit there. After the capital had been 
there about fifty years she built 
a respectable brick hotel, 
but it las long since 
been burned down. Her fritnds say 
they wil! build another. If bér travel 
has not justified it in the past years, 
will the mere having the general as- 
sembly meet there bienniaily: induce 
Capitalists to go there to spehd their 
money ? ! 

But suppose they will build such a 
hotel. If they look to visitots to the 
capital.to pay interest on the invest~ 
ment, they must charge well. We know 
there would be some outside boarding 
houses’; but the old families and old 
society of Milledgville are things of the 
past—a pleasant memory, but only a 
memory. Members of the general as- 
sembly can board at our best hotels 
at $1.50 to $2 per dav; have choiee of 
any number of boarding hoses at 
their own prices, with all the modern 
comforte of living. This is better than 
being compelled to stay at one hotel 
or a few boarding houses, to whose 
proprietors the meeting of the general 
assembly is the coveted o pportunity of 
making much money.

savings banks and loan and trust com- 
panies and fire, marine and instirance 
com panies,

glimpse of the president. Carriages 
were in waiting, which the presideat 
and party entered, and were immedi- 
ately driven to the residence of ex- 
Gov. Burbank, where Senator Morton 
islyingill A few friends of the sena- 
tor’s family were present, to whom the 
president was introduced, immediately 
after which heentered the sick room. 
by order of the physfciaus, no one was 
present at the interview, which was 
very brief, lasting but a few minutes,

their right to be governed by the rulers 
of their own choice, and by which the 
elective principle was wounded in its 
most vital part. Wechallenye for it the 
opprobium of history and the indig- 
nant judgment of all honest men. 

We congratulate the country and 
supporters of free government every-~ 
where upon the happy results of re- 
stored public order and the reviving 
industrial prosperity, the inauguratiou 
of a new regime of domestic peace and 
liberty regulated by law, in the south- 
ern section of tbe unicn, that have en- 
sued on the adoption of the democrat- 
ic principles and measures of adminis- 
wation by the executive depertment of 
the federal government in reference to 
the soutberu states.

Resolved, That the present system of 


STATE TAXATION.

come for a thorough reformation of the 

laws reguiating the levying uf taxes. 

THE PROHIBITORY LAW. 

Resolved, That we are opposed to a 

re enactment of the pruhibitory law. 

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


Resolved, That we view with concern 
the depression under which the labor- 
ing interests of this commonwealth 
now suffers. We recognize the fact 
that the condition of labor and welfare 
of the laboring men and the just rela- 
tions of capital and labor are pressing 
questions yet to be solved. e favor 
such measures as will tend to the ele- 
vation of labor and improvement of 
the condition of the laboring men, and 
we oppose all legislation with regard to 
labor and capital which gives an unjust 
preference to either over the other or 
tends to make labor dishonorable. 

RUNNING IN DEBT. 


Resolved, That the practice of bor 
rowing money for other objects than 
those of a strict public necessity has 
generated schemes of extravagant ex- 
penditures until taxation has become 
well nigh an_ intolerable’ burden. 
Honesty, economy and ‘pay as we go” 
should be the rules ia all appropria- 
tions of the people’s money. The 
power of the state, county, city and 
town to borrow money ought to be 
rigidly limited, so an end may be put 
to the system which anticipates the 
labor of coming ages and appropriates 
the fruits of it in advance; which coins 
the industry of future generations into 
cash vud snatches the inheritance from 
children unborn. 

KECIPROCITY TREATIES. 
Resolved, That the interests of this 
common wealth require the removal of 
the obstacles to an extended reciprocal 
trade with foreign countries. The 
opening of a liberal reciprocal trade 
with Canada and Mexico, would pro- 
mote our productive energies and stim- 
ulate our carrving trade by land and 
sea, and enlarge the markets of all the 
varied industry of the commonwealth, 
and give her merchants, mechanics and 
laborers a valuable accession of em- 
ployment. 

THE PUBLIC DEBT, 


Resolved, That we are in favor of the 
honest payment of the public debt and 
of a currency on 2 gold basis. 

THE RIGHT OF SUFFRAGE. 
Resolved, That we regard with alarm, 
as dangerous to the best interests of 
the people, the insidious and con- 
stant measures of the republican party 
in our legislature in restricting the 
right of suffrage. The exercise of this 
right, instead of being checked, shouid 
be encouraged. The registry laws 
should be so framed as not to be the 
means of disfranchising citizens, to the 
end that the largest possible portion of 
the community may be brought under 
the influence of a participation in the 
public affairs, of a proper voic2 in the 
making of the laws by which they are 
yoverned. 

THE DEPRESSIIN IN BUSINESS. 
Resolved, That the present depres- 
sion of the industrial, commercial and 
financial interests of the country is 
largely due to our inability under the 
present laws to dispose of the surplus 
products which othe: countries want, 
and which, but for the restrictions and 
injurious legislation, the United S:ates 
would toa great extent produce and 
sell better and cheaper than any other 
nation. 


OHIO WORKINGMEN. 
CoLumBus, September 14.—The work-~ 
ingmen’s conyention assembled here 
yesterday, about 150 persons being 
present from thirty counties. The 
morning was spent in secret session, 
trying to agree on a plan for uniting the 
workingmen opposed to the Cincinnati 
ticket with the greenback men, The 
greenback executive committee were 
present, and consented to withdraw 
their state ticket and unite with the 
new movement, if their ideas of cur-~- 
rency reform were heartily acquiesced 
in, which was agreed in open conven~ 
tion. 

WHAT THEY FAVOR. 

A platform was adopted without dis- 
cussion, demanding the payment of 
bonds at or before maturity, according 
to the laws under which they were 
issued; the remonetization of silver 
coin; the immediate repeal of the re- 
sumption act; non-»sectarian schools; 
wholesome control by the government 
over ali corporate bodies, and the fos- 
tering of the resources of the country, 
to the end that labor may be fully and 
profitably employed; declare in favor 
of a graduated income tax, and that 
government lands should be reserved 
lor actual settlers; deprecate all efforts 
to redress wrongs by violence, and de~ 
nounce the system of paying store scrip 
for labor, and call for laws to prevent 
this swindle on the laboring men. 
FINANCIAL PLANK. 

The financia! piank deciares it is the 
prerogrative of the government to issue 
coin and provide money, both metaliic 
and paper, for the convenience of 
trade, and that this power shou d rot 
be deiegated to corporations or individ- 
uals; demands that legal tender cur- 
rency be fully restored and made legal 
tender and continued with ut contrac- 
tion, and that the national banking 
law shall be repealed.

Rockford, Illinois, special gives Wade 
Hampton’s speech bafore the Winne- 
bago county fair to-day, of which the 
following extracts were made: 

The chief thing I had in view in 
coming here was to promote a true and 
correct uoderstanding between the 
people of the north and south. You 
must admit that very many ofthe evils 
which have fallen on the couatry have 
come from a misconception of the pur- 
poses, each of the other. You remem-

In some localities it is pre’ 
vailing to an alarming extent, and from 
its rapid increase threatens at no dis~ 
tant day to seriously affect the busi- 
ness of wine making, aninterest which 
it was hoped had become permanently 
established as one of the profitable in- 
dustries of the country. For the pur- 
pose of assisting in reaching a correct 
conclusion as to the cause of this dis- 
ease, I would thank you for an answer 
to the following questions: 

1. How many years since the vines 
affected were planted ? 

2 How many crops did they pro- 
duce before the fruit was wena’ by 
rot? 

3. Are young vines producing their 
tirst and second crops affected bv this 
disease? If so, to what extent as com- 
pared with older vines? 

4. What affect has soil on the rot; 
special reference and attention bein 
given toclay, peaty, sandy, drained aaa 
undrained lands ? 

Any facts which may have come 
under your observation touching the 
the cause or prevention of this disease 
will receive careful consideration.
